2)All 
doors electronically controlled., with guards at 
control-monitoring stations. 3)Allowed only a 
two hour visit once a week. Visits non-contact. 
During visit handcuffs are shackled to a belt 
around the waist. The stool he sits on for visits 
is shackled to the floor. 4)Prisoners only have 
TV and radio if they buy them. Levi urges those 
who can to write to Mumia.

defense tactics. Have study sessions on the 
teachings of John Africa whenever possible.”

Yo Mumia, we love you Bro!” *** Later: “A 
recent update. On the day that the new gover- 
nor for Penna. was sworn into office the MOVE 
organization took pari in a demonstration for 
Mumia and against the death penalty at the 
state’s capital. A vacant house next to one of 
our family’s homes was firebombed and when 
firemen arrived they were reluctant to put out 
the fire till pressured to do so by MOVE sup- 
porters. Our family began to get calls from 
people sayin stuff like,”Is it still hot? Is it hot 
enuff for Mumia?’ It is clear it is the cops who 
are behind it all.” *** “It is very serious times 
ahead for all who struggle for justice and for 
Mumia.” *** “Ona MOVE!” 
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RAYMOND LUC LEVASSEUR, still in Marion, 
IL, writes: “[Janet] Reno was in Florence on 
Jan.10 for the official ADX ribbon cutting cere- 
mony--widely covered by the national media. At 
3 o'clock in the morning on Jan.11 a small 
army of guards entered this cell block to roust 
us. They were dressed to the 9’s in the latest 
security garb: Keviar helmets, Plexiglas face 
shields, flack jackets, camos, steel-toed boots, 
gas masks, clubs, stun guns--and a gizmo that 
looked like a modified flame-thrower (probably 
a gas gun).... They take on the aura of cartoon 
characters. Then again, | stayed on my toes 
because they do maim and kill on occasion.” 
*** “They took 40 total [to Florence], ieaving 
behind a small number of prisoners including 
me. After a rather intense body search, includ- 
ing x-rays for some, all were chained, black- 
boxed, and placed on a bus. The security was 
severe including a lot of Illinois state police. 

... They took a straight shot north to Scott AFB, 
ending up in a thick soup of fog. They waited 
many long frustrating hours for the BOP plane 
to land--which it never did. They had to abort 
the entire mission. They retraced their steps 
returning all the prisoners to Marion and back 
to the same cells they’d left approximately 12 
hours earlier (sans their property which had 
already been removed).” *** “For all their 
clamoring about security, those in charge failed 
to seriously consider one of the most funda- 
mental aspects of any military-designed opera- 
tion--weather!” *** | expect they'll try this 
transfer again some time this week. Why didn’t 
| go? Looking around at who’s left in this block 
and some of the other blocks ! think they’! 
move me with a smaller group of so-called 
‘high profile’ prisoners.” *** “Meanwhile | 
found a 1970 edition of ‘Catch 22’ to while 
away some time, remain in a holding pattern...” 
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ANA LUCIA GELABERT writes from Marlin, 
TX: “lam still collecting affidavits for the law- 
suit challenging the U.S.embargo on Cuba.
